An act to regulate the proceedings in the 
Courts of Law and Equity in this State. 

SECTI ON 1. BE it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the State of Alabama, in General Assembly 
convened, That from and after the passage of this act, this 
State shall be, and hereby is, divided into five Judicial Cir¬ 
cuits, whereof the counties of Mobile, Baldwin, Washing¬ 
ton, Clarke, Monroe and Conecuh, shall compose the first 
Circuit: the counties of Henry, Butler, Wilcox, Dallas, 

Autauga and Montgomery, shall compose the second Cir¬ 
cuit: the counties of Marengo, Greene, Perry, Cahawba, 
Tuskaloosa and J efferson, shall compose the third Circuit; 
the counties of Limestone, Laaderdale, Franklin, Law¬ 
rence and Marion, shall compose the fourth Circuit and 
the counties of Blount, Shelby, St. Clair, Cotaco, Jackson 
and Madison, shall compose the fifth Circuit. 

Sec 2. And be it enacted, That the Circuit Courts shall 
be holden twice annually, in each of the counties compos¬ 
ing the several Circuits, at the following times and places, 
viz:- THE FIRST CIRCUIT, in Conecuh county, on the 
second Mondays in March and September: in the county 
of Monroe, on the third Mondays in March and Septem¬ 
ber: in the county of Clarke, on the first Mondays in 
April and October, in the county of Washington, on the 
second Mondays in April and October, in the county of 
Baldwin, on the third Mondays in April and October, in the 
county of Mobile, on the fourth Mondays in April and 
October;- SECOND CIRCUIT, in the county of Montgome¬ 
ry, on the third Mondays in J anuary and J uly; in the

Sec. 3. Be it enacted, That the Circuit Courts shall be

tion soever, whether brought before them by original or 
mesne process, or by certiorari, writ of error, appeal from 
any inferior court, or by any other ways or means whatso¬ 
ever. And the Circuit Courts are hereby declared to have 
as full power and authority, to give judgement, and to award 
execution, and all other necessary process thereupon, as 
heretofore belonged to the Superior Court of law and equi¬ 
ty in the Territory and to have, use, exercise, and enjoy, 
the same powers and authorities, rights, privileges, and 
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pre-eminences, as were had, used, exercised, and enjoyed; 

by the said Superior Courts heretofore, except, where it Exceptions

any of them, may be inconsistent with, or repugnant to, the 

present form of government.

shall hold the Circuit Courts, at the times and places, in this 
act mentioned, and shall reside within the circuit to which 
they may be severally elected; and in case of the removal of 
any such J udge, out of the circuit, to which he is elected, 
his office shall be vacated thereby: Provided, that nothing 
in this act contained, shall be so construed, as to prevent 
the interchange of ridings by such J udges in their several To interchange 

circuits, in the manner hereafter pointed out; that is to say, 
the J udges holding the courts aforesaid, shall be so alternate, 
that no one J udge shall hold the courts of the same circuit 
for two courts in succession, unless called on to do so, by 
the J udge whose duty it may be to hold such circuit, on ac¬ 
count of sickness or other inability to attend. 

Sec. 9. And be it enacted, That when the Clerk of any 
Circuit Court shall give a certified copy of any decree Clerk to certify

And be it enacted, That J udges of the Circuit 
Courts within their respective circuits, at or before the first 
Change of venue. trial term of any suit, civil or criminal, shall have power 
to change the venue thereof, on good and sufficient cause 
set forth and duly supported by oath or affirmation, and 
when a change of venue shall be allowed in any suit the tri¬ 
al thereof shall be adjourned under the direction of the 
J udge; to the nearest adjoining county, which is free from 
the like exception and the trial of such cause in the court to 
which it may be adjourned, shall be by a jury of freehold¬ 
ers or householders; Provided, That such a change of venue 
shall in no instance be allowed, more than once in the same 
cause or suit: Provided also, That in criminal prosecutions 
the right to change venue under the provisions of this sec¬ 
tion, shall be confined to the party prosecuted. 

Sec. 13. And be it enacted. That the J udges of the Cir¬ 
cuit Courts, within their respective circuits, shall set apart 

a particular day or particular days, of each term, for the trial 
of criminal causes, and all fines inflicted, and forfeitures ac¬ 
cruing in the several Circuit Courts, shall go to, and be ap¬ 
plied to the use of the county, in which they may be thus in¬ 
flicted, or shall accrue and the said J udges at their discre¬ 
tion, shall have power on the application of any person char¬ 
ged with a criminal offence, to hold a special session for 
the trial of such person: and the said J udges shall direct 
the Sheriff of the county in which such special session shall 
be holden to return thereto, twenty-four persons, property 
qualified to serve as jurors, who shall be selected in the man¬ 
ner now prescribed by law in such cases, any or all of whom 
failing to attend, or being challenged or set aside, a jury of 
the bystanders shall be empannelled for the trial of the cause. 

And be it enacted, That the Clerks of the sev¬ 
eral Circuit Courts shall give bond with security, payable Clerks to give 

to the Governor and his successors in office, in the penalty bond, 

of ten thousand dollars, for the safe keeping of the records, 
and the faithful discharge of the duties of his office, which 
said bond shall be lodged in the office on the Secretary of 
State, and may be put in suit on the assignment of the Gov¬ 
ernor, by the party or parties injured, in his, or their own 
name, and shall not become void upon the first recovery, 
but may from time to time be put in suit by action of debt, 
until the whole penalty be recovered, and if it shall be dis¬ 
covered that any of the said clerks shall have violated the 
oath prescribed by the Constitution, or willing or cor¬ 
ruptly have done any thing contrary to the true intent and 
meaning of the same, such clerk shall be deemed upon convic¬ 
tion, guilty of misbehaviour in office, and shall be removed 
therefrom, and shall forever be incapable of holding any 
office civil or military in the State.

No sentence 
of a Court Martial affecting the life of a Brigadier-Gen- 
ral shall be executed, unless approved by four fifths of the 
whole number of both Houses of the General Assembly, nor 
shall any sentence not affecting the life of a Brigadier-Gen¬ 
eral shall be executed, until submitted to, and approved by the 
Major General. 

Brigadier-Generals shall have the power, and it is 
their duty to arrest any field officer under his command, on 
charge of unmilitary or ungentlemanly conduct, or neglect

An act to regulate Patrols, and for other 
purposes. 

SECTION 1. BE it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the State of Alabama, in General Assembly 
convened, That every male owner of slaves, and all other 
persons below the rank of ensign, liable to perform milita¬ 
ry duty, are hereby declared liable to perform patrol duty, 
as hereinafter directed but shall be at liberty to send a sub¬ 
stitute to perform said duty in their stand. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of every Captain of I nfantry 
in this State, to cause to be made a complete list of all the 
male persons within the bounds of his company, liable to 
perform patrol duty: including in the said list every per¬ 
son liable as aforesaid, whether belonging to the militia 
company under his command, or to any other company; 
and in the said list the said captain shall cause to be includ¬ 
ed every person liable as aforesaid, who shall come to re¬ 
side within said bounds, within ten days after such person 
shall reside therein: and shall be their duty to regulate 
patrols within their own companies, by making, at every 
company muster of their respective companies, by rotation, 
a list of patrol detachments, and appoint to every such de¬ 
tachment a proper officer or leader, which detachment shall 
severally consist of not less than three nor more than five

SECTION 1. BE it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the State of Alabama, in General Assembly 
convened, That there shall be elected by the qualified elect- 
J ustices of peace ors within the limits of each Captain's company in the se- 
and constables veral counties in this State, two J ustices of the Peace, and 
elected. one Constable, who shall hold their offices for and during 

the term of three years, from the dates of their respective 
commissions; which elections shall be holden by the com¬ 
manding officer of each company, and two freeholders or 
householders, as he may appoint, on the first Monday of 
March next. And it shall be the duty of the persons su¬ 
perintending the election, as aforesaid, to make return of 
the persons elected, to the clerk of the county court, who 
shall certify the same to the Governor, for commissions.

Section 1. Be it enacted, by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama, in General Assembly 
convened, That from and after the passage of this act, no 
person shall open or establish any public Ferry in this State, ries 
without first applying to the court of the county, within 
which such ferry may be; and the court, for good cause 
shewn by the party applying, may grant a licence to estab¬ 
lish a ferry, consistent with the provisions of this act, and 
of the laws regulating public ferries. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That it shall be the du¬ 
ty of the court, granting a licence to any person to keep a 
ferry, to cause the person to whom such licence is granted, 
to give bond with good security, in the penalty of not more 
than two thousand, nor less than five hundred dollars, to 
the said court and their successors, with condition that he, 
or they shall and will constantly find, provide, and keep, 
good and sufficient boats or other proper crafts, and a suf¬ 
ficient number of hands to attend to the same, and that he or 
they will keep in good order the banks on either side of the 
water-course, across which the ferry may be established. And 
if any person shall receive damages by any ferry-man, on ac¬ 
count of his not having compiled with the conditions of his 
bond, the person receiving such damages, may bring an ac¬ 
tion of debt against such ferry-man, on such bond, in the

non-performance of said condition, so much damage, as he, 
she, or they, shall appear to have sustained; and thereup¬ 
on, take out execution for whatever shall be so recovered, 
and apply the same to his, her, or their use.

criminally of the offender, he shall immediately commit

licencing and regulating retailers of liquors within the lim¬ 
its of the said incorporation, and the annulling the same on 
good and sufficient complaint being made against any per¬ 
son holding such licence: for the regulating of hackney 
carriages, waggons, carts, and drays, and for licencing the 
same; and for the regulating of pawn brokers within the 
city, to restrain or prohibit gambling and to provide for 
licencing regulating theatrical and other public amuse¬ 
ments within the city to regulate and establish markets, 
and to rent out the stills in the same, and to prohibit the 
selling of meats, poultry, fish, or game, except at the pub¬ 
lic market or markets; to erect and repair bridges; to keep 
in repair all necessary streets, avenues, drains, and sewers, 
and to pass regulations necessary for the preservation of 
the same: to provide for the licencing and regulating the 
sweeping of chimneys and fixing the rates thereof: to es¬ 
tablish and regulate fire wards and fire companies; to sink 
wells and erect and repair pumps in the streets; to impose 
and appropriate fines, penalties and forfeitures for breach 
of their ordinances or by-laws; to enact by-laws for the 
prevention and extinguishment of fires, and if necessary to 
remove or pull down buildings, or fences for the preven¬ 
tion of the spreading of the same; to erect and establish 
hospitals, or pesthouses, workhouses, houses of correction, 
penitentiary, and other buildings, for the use of the city, 
or to join with the county of Mobile in the erection of the 
same, and to have a joint control over the same with the 
public authorities of the county, and to lay and collect taxes 
as prescribed by this act, for defraying the expenses there¬ 
of, and for all other necessary purposes; to regulate par¬ 
ty and other fences, and determine by whom the same shall 
be made and kept in repair; to restrain and prohibit the 
nightly and other meetings to disorderly assemblies of 
slaves, free negroes and mulattoes, and to punish such 
slaves by whipping not exceeding twenty stripes, and to 
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punish such free negroes and mulattoes, and other persons 
for such offences, by fixed penalties not exceeding fifty dol¬ 
lars for any one offence, and in case of the inability of 
such free negro or mulatto, or other person, to pay and 
satisfy any such penalty and cost thereon, to cause such 
free negro or mulatto, or other person, to be confined to la¬ 
bour for such reasonable time, not exceeding three calendar 
months for any one offence, as may be deemed equivalent 
to such penalty and costs, which said labour shall be such 
as shall be designated by the said Mayor and Aldermen 
for the general benefit of the said city; to cause all va¬ 
grants, idle or disorderly persons, all persons of evil life 
or ill fame, and all such as have no visible means of support, 
or are likely to become chargeable to the city as paupers, 
or are found begging or drunk in and about the streets, or 
loitering in or about tippling houses, or who can shew no 
reasonable course of business or employment in the city, 
all who have no fixed place of residence, or cannot give a 
good account of themselves, all who are grossly indecent 
in language or behaviour publicly in the street, and all 
public prostitutes, or such as lead a notoriously lewd or la¬ 
scivious course of life, to give security for their good beha¬ 
viour for a reasonable time, and to indemnify the city a- 
gainst any charge for their support; and in case of their re¬ 
fusal or inability to give such security , to cause them to be 
confined to labour for a limited time, not exceeding four 
calendar months, unless such security shall sooner be given, 
which said labour shall be such as shall be designated by 
the Mayor and Aldermen, for the general benefit of the 
said city; and that the labour ,so designated by the Mayor

ey, after paying the tax, and costs of seizure and safe, the 
said overplus shall be returned to the said person, whose 
personal property was seized and sold; and if the taxes on 
any real estate shall remain unpaid, for the space of ten 
days after the delivery of the tax list to the said collector, 
the said collector shall proceed to publish a descriptive list 
of the said real estate, together with the names of the own¬ 
ers, if known, as well as the valuation of the said real es¬ 
tate, together with the tax assessed thereon, for the space 
of two months, in some public newspaper, printed within 
the limits of the said city; and if at the expiration of the 
said two months the tax shall remain unpaid, the collector 
shall return the same to the clerk of the corporation; and 
the Mayor of the said corporation shall give one month 
public notice, by publishing in some public newspaper, 
printed within the limits of said city of Mobile, that 
the said real estate, or so much thereof as may be necessa¬
